Construction of an addition on the 
north side of the building of the First 
M. E. church preparatory to the in­ 
stallation of a large pipe organ has 
been started and the work will be 
pushed as rapidly as possible so that 
the instrument can be placed in posi­ 
tion by the middle of next month. 
Several months ago it was decided 
to purchase an organ and at that 
time a committee was named to in­ 
vestigate the various makes and close 
the contract. 
The committee is com­ 
posed of Claud Carter, chairman; L. 
C. Griffitts, secretary7; B. F. Gillman, 
treasurer; R. O. Ma^es, C. H. Wiet- 
hoff, G. II. Anderson, W. F. Bush, S. 
H. Amick and E. L. Hancock. 
Excellent headway has already 
been made with the campaign to raise 
the necessary funds and those in 
charge of the soliciting say that a 
large 
amount 
has 
already7 
been 
pledged. 
They declare that the con­ 
gregation is in favor of purchasing an 
instrument and are co-operating in 
securing the necessary money. 
The contract for the organ has been 
placed with the Hinners Organ Com­ 
pany of Pekin, 111. This is the com­ 
pany that manufactured and install­ 
ed the organ in the St. Ambrose Cath­ 
olic church and also the German M. 
E. church in this city. 
The instru­ 
ment will contain 9 45 speaking pipes 
and the power will be furnished by an 
• elector motor. 
In order to install the organ prop­ 
erly the committee decided that it 
would be necessary to build a small 
addition at the north side of the 
church and while this was being done 
plans were drawn to arrange for an 
additional Sunday School room on the 
first floor. 
The room will also be 
used as a kitchen. 
The addition on 
the first floor will be 16x17 feet. 
The second story will not be as deep 
as the ground floor as the plans call 
for only sufficient room to accomo­ 
date the organ. 
After it was decid­ 
ed to buy7 the organ it was found 
that unless an addition was built to 
the church it would be necessary to 
extend the instrument out tin) far 
over the platform and to avoid this 
the addition was voted. 
The organ will be ready for use 
about the middle of March, if the 
present plans are carried out. 
Mrs. 
Rogers, wife of the Rev. Mr. Rogers, 
pastor of the Cortland M. E. church, 
has been engaged as the organist. 
She is a talented musician and for 
several years played the organ in 
•one of the large churches in Louis­ 
ville.

Washington, February 7—A sen­ 
sational turn was given the controv­ 
ersy between the United States and 
Germany today when Secretary Lans­ 
ing declared that under Secretary 
Zimmerman of the German foreign 
office had made an “utterly7 false 
statement,” if he said as quoted by 
a news agency7 dispatch that “the 
United States had made new demands 
in the Lusitania case. ’ 
In connection with the secretary's 
anouncement was another significant 
episode. 
Lansing declared that the 
United States had “neither increased 
nor reduced” its demands regarding 
the Lusitania. 
The flat declaration coming from 
the secretary of state that the Unit­ 
ed States had not reduced is demands 
is believed to bode ill for the German 
hopes that today the president and 
secretary7 might decide to meet com­ 
promise offers half way7. 
At the same time, however, it was 
announced in German quarters that 
the tentative proposal of Germany 
for the closing up of the Lusitania 
negotiations embody so complete a 
concession of the disputed point that 
any compromise on the part of the 
United States practically7 was un- 
neeessa ry. 
In effect, it was said, the German 
memorandum contains a paraphrase 
of President Wilson’s declaration in 
his last Lusitania note that however 
justifiable the sinking of the Lusi­ 
tania might be as an act of reprisal 
against an alleged illegal act of an 
enemy it was not justifiable where it 
endangered the rights of neutrals.

and interned. 
This blow to German arms repre 
« ents one of the greatest single strok es 
for the allies since the war began. 
It is hailed with enthu siasm here be­ 
cau se the Germans, interned in Span­ 
ish Gu inea, are rendered as harmless 
as if they had su rrendered. 
The 
following 
official 
statement 
comes from Madrid and is as follows- 
“Nine hu ndred German Eu ropeans 
and 14,000 German native troops have 
crossed 
the 
border 
into 
Spanish 
Gu inea, where they have been in 
terned.” 
A centering of activity on the 
w e s t, 
on the Belgian and Artois fronts, is 
noticeable in the official statements, 
thu s adding weight to the prophecies 
of a forthcoming German drive in 
this sector in another effort to reach 
Calais. 
The British and French artil­ 
lery is very active in this region, ap­ 
parently for the pu rpose of hindering 
the German preparations for the great 
drive. 
The Germans have displayed great 
activity in the u se of mines recently 
along the northern part of the battle 
line.

western sides of three mine craters 
near the Vermelles-La-Bassee road 
and early in the morning occu pied an 
edge of the crater formed by the ex­ 
plosion of a German mine north of 
Ixjos.

the imperial government 
for

throu gh th« 1 presentiment of a form­ 
idable economic crisis. 
“The leaders of finance insist that 
Germany will relinqu ish the idea of 
territorial acqu isition and the accept­ 
ance of the statu s qu o, except for an 
au tomony in Ru ssian Poland u nder 
gome form of German su zerainty. This 
campaign of German finance is find­ 
ing powerfu l su pport, even in the im­ 
perial chancellory.” 


Washington, Feb. 7.—Berlin's lat­ 
est memorandu m on the Lu sitania 
controversy can be made the basis of 
an amicable settlement, according to 
information which came from a high 
administration sou rce. 
Whether the final agreement can 
tak e the exact form of the Berlin 
memorandu m remains to be deter 
mined at, the conference which the 
president and Secretary Lansing are 
expected to hold. 
At all events the commu nication 
which Ambassador Bernstorff handed 
to the secretary lias improved the 
ou tlook . 
This 
information 
coming 
from an u nqu estioned 
sou rce, con 
firms an impression which has stead 
ily grown in the last twenty-fou r hou rs 
that all prospects of a ru ptu re in the 
relations between the two govern­ 
ments have been removed 
for the 
present. 
So optimistic are certain officials 
that they expect an annou ncement 
from the state department within the 
next two or three days which will re­ 
move all apprehension as to a break 
It is u nderstood that the president 
and Secretary Lansing will have met 
and made u p their minds definitely be­ 
fore the cabinet meets on Tu esday. 
The only point now at issu e rests 
on the acceptability of the eight words 
u sed by the Berlin foreign office to 
avoid the expression “illegal.” 
The 
United States wanted Germany to say 
that she wou ld pay indemnity becau se 
the attack on the Lu sitania, resu lting 
in the k illing of 115 Americans, was 
illegal. 
Germany has offered instead 
to say that she will pay indemnity be­ 
cau se, inasmu ch as Americans were 
on the vessel, the attack shou ld not 
have been made. 
In German circles it was said that 
hu t for the interview given ou t in 
Berlin by Secretary of Foreign Af­ 
fairs Zimmerman, calling attention to 
the refu sal of Germany to employ the 
word illegal the American pu blic might 
never have noted the omission, so 
close does the expression actu ally 
u sed correspond with “illegal.” 
Cou nt von Bernstorff. according to 
his friends, is more than ever confi­ 
dent that Germany’s proposals are 
going to be accepted by the United 
States. 
Anticipating that the Ameri­ 
can government wou ld accept the final 
proposals of Berlin in their entirety, 
it is said that the ambassador before 
going to the state department drew 
them u p in the shape of a formal 
note. 
In this form they are now be­ 
fore the president. 
Shou ld he accept 
the terms set forth in the commu nica­ 
tion. officials say, this note cou ld be 
pu blished as Germany’s reply to the 
American note of Ju ly 21, the last 
formal commu nication from Washing­ 
ton to Berlin. 
If, however, the president insists on 
any slight modification, it is probable 
that the ambassador will have to 
commu nicate with his government.

Six teen Liv es Are Lo st a nd Eno rm­ 
o us Pro perty Da ma g e Is Ca used by 
Hig h Wa ter—Cla rendo n, Ark., Un­ 
der Six Feet o f Wa ter.

Rock, 
Ark., 
Feb. 
7 .— The 
rapidly widening lake in sou theastern 
Arkansas, formed by the flood waters 
of the A rkansas riv er pou ring throu gh 
breaks in the lev ees, had engu lfed a 
score of towns, leav ing sev eral thou ­ 
sand persons homeless. 
Six teen liv es hav e been lost In the 
last few* day s and damage th at prob­ 
ably will ru n into hu ndreds of thou ­ 
sands of dollars has resu lted in the 
rich farming territory . 
Still g reater damage is feared 
if 
the Mississippi continu es to rise as 
in 
the 
last 
few 
day s. 
Predicted 
stages at Arkansas City wou ld en­ 
danger the lev ees there and a break 
in the Mississippi lev ees and wou ld 
precipitate a seriou s situ ation in the 
riv er v alley . 
All day 7 00 men who rem ained in 
A rkansas City toiled in an effort to 
strengthen the lev ees against the fast 
rising waters, and they were hopefu l 
th at the lev ees wou ld hold and the 
town he sav ed. 
The narrow strip of 
lev ee is the only land in sight there. 
On one side is the riv er, sw*ollen u ntil 
its su rface is fifteen feet abov e the 
lev el of the town. 
On the other side 
of the lev ee is the great flood lake, 
nearly forty miles long and tw enty 
miles wide. 
From it only the u pper 
stories of bu ildings iij A rkansas City 
protru de. 
At 
the lev ee are three 
steam boats, one of which is ready to 
carry the workers to safety shou ld 
they lose their battle with the flood. 
In Clarendon, on the W hite riv er, 
where the lev ee broke, w ater is six 
feet deep in the highest portions of 
the town. 
The riv er had attained a 
stage of 37 .4 feet and still is rising. 
A relief train sent ou t from Little 
Rock in charge of officials of the St. 
Lou is, Iron Mou ntain & Sou thern rail­ 
road was able to proceed sou thward 
bey ond Grady . 
From there the work­ 
ers began carry ing food 
in motor 
boats to those in need, and taking 
many marooned families from su b­ 
merged homes. 
Little is known of conditions in the 
ru ral districts of the flooded area, bu t 
there seems little dou bt that m any 
w*ho refu sed to leav e their homes in 
the face of repeated warnings, hav e 
perished. 
Alfred J. Henry , in charge of the 
riv er and flood div ision of the United 
States w eather bu reau , who is in Lit­ 
tle Rock, declared that a condition 
similar to th at which now* ex ists in 
Arkansas has nev er before occu rred

Members of the New York Cou nty

gery . The camera had recorded all the 
details of a nu mber of intricate opera­ 
tions. 
The pictu res had been taken 
at a range of only eight feet from the 
operating table, and each mov ement 
of the su rgeon was seen more clearly 
than is possible in a clinic am phithea­ 
ter, where the seats of the nearest stu ­ 
dents are fifteen or tw enty feet distant 
from the operating table. 
While films of su rgical operations 
had been made before, the new series 
was distinctiv e. 
The accu racy and 
detail of the pictu res, according to the 
phy sicians present, had not been equ al­ 
ed in prev iou s v iews, nor had other 
o[>erating room pictu res been confined 
so closely to the scientific side of the 
su bject. 
The new* films were describ 
ed as entirely impersonal, as only the 
j chief su rgeon's hands and those of his 
assistants were seen doing their work, 
and at no time did the faces or the 
paraphernalia of the operating room 
figu re in the scene. 
Accompany ing the pictu res were ex ­ 
planations and diagrams to show ju st 
w hat was being done. 
Dr. J. Bentley 
Squ ier, who made the demonstration, 
tracing each operation from the first 
incision to the final stitching, ex plain­ 
ed that the idea in hav ing the films 
made w as that they wou ld afford an 
opportu nity for stu dents of su rgery to 
follow* qu ickly and accu rately the new 
dev elopments in their field; they w*ou ld 
be enabled to see, for instance, ex actly 
how a new operation was performed 
by the man who had originated it in a 
distant city . 
The films are not for pu blic ex hibi­ 
tion, bu t probably will be u sed in med­ 
ical colleges and libraries, where it 
may soon be possible on short notice 
for any su rgeon or stu dent to call for 
ju st the film he needs to teach him the 
details of an oi>eration he himself mu st 
I>erform withou t delay .
